Several former students, con- 
stant in their support of PC, but 
who did not complete work for 
degrees, recently asked me _ if 
they should consider themselves 
as full-fledged alumni. The ans- 
wer is, of course, a very em- 
phatie affirmative. 


The value of a former student 
to the college is a matter of spirit 
rather than time spent in resi- 
dence. The Latin word from 
which alumnus comes means 
foster child, and is derived from 
a verb which means to nourish. 
Even though military service, 
financial difficulties, or other rea- 
sons cause a student to withdraw 
from college before finishing a 
regular course, he is regarded as 
an alumnus if he has completed 
at least one semester here and 
has been nourished in ties of 
loyalty which he cherishes. 


Each of these former students 
receives the same consideration 
by the alumni office in the nu- 
merous services which it provides 
and each is equally eligible to 
participate in all programs of the 
college. 


Some of the ablest and most 
loyal supporters of Presbyterian ~ 
College today are alumni who, 
for one reason or another, did 
not receive degrees from this in- 
stitution. These people are con- 
stantly a source of inspiration, 
without which the task of your 
administrator would be much 
more difficult.

Presbyterian Joins Foundation 


Presbyterian College is a mem- 
ber of a new foundation to so- 
licit funds for independent col- 
leges in South Carolina. 

The organization was formed 
early this year, and a state char- 
ter is being applied for in the 
name of The South Carolina 
Foundation of Independent Col- 
leges, Inc. 

The purpose of the foundation, 
as set out in its constitution, is 
“to interpret the aims, functions 
and needs of the member col- 
leges to the public with a view 
to better mutual understanding 
and cooperation and to solicit 

funds for the benefit of member 
colleges.” 

Undesignated contributions to 
the foundation will be distribut- 


ed among the member colleges 
on the following basis: 50 per- 
cent equally and the remaining 
50 percent according to the num- 
ber of undergraduate students as 
of Oct. 1 each year. 

Altogether, nine South Caro- 
lina colleges are listed as char- 
ter members of the foundation. 
In addition to Presbyterian Col- 
lege, they are: Erskine, New- 
berry, Wofford, Furman, Coker, 
Limestone, Columbia and Con- 
verse. 

Membership is restricted to 
four-year liberal arts colleges 
which are accredited by the 
Southern Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools and which 
receive no direct support from 
taxes. 


Alumni Re-Name Wylie President, 
Award Winner; Elect Hugh Jacobs 


Robert L. Wylie, Jr. 733 of 
Charlotte received dual recogni- 
tion in the latest Alumni Asso- 
ciation elections held at the 
Homecoming meeting on Oct. 17. 

He was re-elected president of 
the Association to serve another 
two-year term. And at the same 
time, he was chosen to receive 
the 1952 Alumni Service Award. 

Hugh S. Jacobs ’41 of Clinton 
was elected secretary-treasurer 
of the Association, succeeding 
Tom Plaxico ’36. P. S. Bailey ’26 
was named to another three-year 
term as alumni repressentative 
on the Board of Trustees. In a 
Walter Johnson Club meeting 
which followed the regular As- 
sociation assembly, Donald F. 
Kirven ’23 of Sumter was re- 
elected president of this alumni 
athletic organization. 

The Alumni Association vice- 
president is W. C. Baldwin °39 
of Clinton who started his two- 
year term of office last year. 

Wylie, the president and award 
winner, is district sales manager 
for Southern Bell Telephone and 
Telegraph Company in Charlotte. 
He was recognized for the 
Alumni Service Award by virtue 
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Wylie 


of his work as president and 
with the Charlotte Alumni Chap- 
ter. This citation is given an- 
nually to a Presbyterian alumnus 
who has performed notable ser- 
vice for the Alumni Association. 


The campaign for Presbyterian 
College’s greatly needed new 
dormitory is now in full swing, 
with churches throughout South 
Carolina and Georgia cooperat- 
ing in the effort to raise $150,000. 


Already, 25 churches in the 
two Synods have sent in their 
full quotas, and numerous others 
have indicated their support is 
behind the project. President 
Marshall W. Brown said he is 
very much encouraged by the re- 
sponse to date. 


Plans approved by the two 
Synods at their annual meetings 
last fall call for $100,000 to be 
raised among South Carolina 
churches and $50,000 among the 
churches of Georgia. 


President Brown pointed out 
that these objectives should be 
readily achieved, because Pres- 
byterian College’s primary func- 
tion is to assist the Synods of the 
two states in the development of 
Christian leaders. He said that 
PC has more ministerial stu- 
dents in Presbyterian theological 
seminaries at the present time 
than are sent from all other 
schools in South Carolina com- 
bined or from all other institu- 
tions in Georgia combined. At 
least one in every ten students 
attending Presbyterian College 
makes his decision to serve God 
as minister or missionary. 


Dr. Brown deplored the fact 
that each year some _ worthy 
young men are denied the op- 
portunity of attending PC _ be- 
cause of the lack of dormitory 
facilities. 


Complete renovation and ex- 
pansion of the present Laurens 
Dormitory, as planned, will pro- 
vide quarters for 100 additional 
students at Presbyterian. All 
architectural plans are complete, 
and construction will begin as 
soon as adequate funds are 
assured. 


Jacobs, the new secretary-trea- 
surer, is co-owner of Jacobs 
Brothers printing concern in 
Clinton. Bailey is president of 
Clinton-Lydia Cotton Mills, and 
Kirven represents the Investors 
Diversified Services, Inc., with 
offices in Columbia. 
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History Award 
Honors Dr. Jones 


A history award in memory of 
the late Dr. Frank Dudley Jones 
has been established at Presby- 
terian College. 

Mrs. Louise Jones DuBose, di- 
rector of the University of South 
Carolina Press and daughter of 
the prominent minister and edu- 
cator, has set up a fund with 
gifts of over $1,000 and plans for 
future additions. It will be used 
to provide awards for outstand- 
ing undergraduate work in his- 
tory at Presbyterian. Mrs. DuBose 
said her purpose in establishing 
the awards is to promote interest 
and research in history, especial- 
ly Southern history. 

The University Press director 
chose Presbyterian College for 
her awards because it was here 
that her father taught for 25 
years. Dr. Jones officially serv- 
ed as head of the department of 
philosophy, but he taught numer- 
ous history courses, had several 
publications in this field and pre- 
sided for a term over the South 
Carolina Historical Association. 

Dr. Jones died in June, 1946, 
leaving the college a valuable 
collection of South Caroliniana.

Dr. John Bright Receives Award 
For Superlative Religious Writing 


A Presbyterian College alum- 
nus has received the coveted 
$7,500 Abingdon - Cokesbury 
award for religious writing. 

He is Dr. John Bright, Class of 
1928, a professor at Union Theo- 
logical Seminary in Richmond, 
Va. 

Dr. Bright received the award 
for his manuscript tentatively 
entitled “The Kingdom of God”, 
which is described as “a history 
of the biblical concept of the 
people of God”. The judges said 
that it has no parallel in present- 
day religious literature. 

The $7,500 prize is given an- 
nually by the Abingdon-Cokes- 
bury Press, a Methodist pub- 
lishing house devoted to the 
publication of religious works. It 
is given to the unpublished manu- 
script which will, in the opinion 
of a board of judges, “accomplish 
the greatest good for the Chris- 
tian faith and Christian living 
among all people.” The purpose 
of the award is to “encourage the 
writing of distinguished books in 
the broad field of evangelical 
Christianity.” 

Dr. Bright holds both a Bache- 
lor or Arts degree and an honor- 
ary Doctor of Divinity degree 
from Presbyterian College. He 
holds a Ph. D. from Johns Hop- 
kins University. Since his gradu- 
ation, he has served pastorates 
in Durham, N. C. and Baltimore. 

Dr. Bright has been professor 


of Hebrew and interpretation of 
the Old Testament at Union 
Seminary since 1942, except for 
three years service as an Army 
chaplain in World War II. 


MacDonald Co-Authors 
Narrative of Battle 


Charles B. MacDonald ’42, a 
member of the military history 
office in Washington, is the co- 
author of the latest volume in 
the series on the U. S. Army in 
World War II.

The most recent news of Lt. 
Henry P. J. L’heureux, Jr. ‘50, 
who has been missing in action 
in Korea since September, comes 
from the Adjutant General’s 
office. It has informed the Rev. 
H. P. J. L’eheureux, Sr. ‘28 of 
Baton Rouge, La.: 


“Propaganda sources recently 
mentioned a name believed to be 
that of your son, Second Lieu- 
tenant Henry P. J. L’heureux, 
Jr.” The Army does not consider 
such propaganda broadcasts of 
the enemy official, but it is hoped 
to be a substantiation of the re- 
port by two officers in Henry’s 
company who agree that he was 
captured when his observation 
post was surrounded by enemy 
troops in darkness and fog. 


Sgt. Ellison S. McKissick was 
wounded in action on Nov. 18 
while serving with the Marine 
Corps in Korea. His brother, Sgt. 
Foster McKissick, was near 
enough to the scene to get to his 
brother and aid in placing him 
in a helicopter for evacuation to 
a Navy hospital ship. Ellison 
stepped on a land mine and re- 
ceived multiple shrapnel wounds 
but at last reports was “doing all 
right”. 

Lt. Harry Dent ‘51 (Hq. Co., 
3rd Bn., 21st Inf. APO 24, San 
Francisco) wrote early last dec- 
ember: 


“First off, let me tell you what 
a fortunate young second john I 
am. I’m stationed here in Japan 
at Camp Younghans with the 
3rd Bn. of the 21st Regiment, 
24th Division. I’m motor officer 
for this battalion, which is isolat- 
ed off in the mountains of 
Northern Honshu near Yamagata. 


“The only PC boy I’ve run into 
was Lt. Frank Garner ‘48. He’s 
at Camp Drake and sees about 
all the PC boys that go through 
there .. . Ole Hollis Cate ‘51 and 
I have been running the free 
phone lines between Honshu and 
Hokkaido hot since I’ve been 
over here. He’s with the 7th Cav. 
Regt. of the 1st Calvary Division 
at Camp Crawford. He’s regimen- 
tal maintenance officer up there 
and says the job is turning him 
gray-haired. He doesn’t expect 
his outfit to be here much longer. 
They’re heading for the ‘land of 
the morning calm’ . . .

Somerville Killed 


Lt. Smith Severn Somer- 
ville 51 has been killed in 
action in Korea. 

Somerville — pictured 
above with his command- 
ing officer when he first 
joined the 7th Regiment of 
the 7th Infantry Division 
last fall—received a fatal 
neck wound late in Feb- 
ruary while serving on the 
front lines. He died shortly 
thereafter in a hospital in 
Japan. 

The young alumnus had 
been in combat only a few 
days. Most of his time prior 
to that had been spent with 
his regiment on prisoner-of- 
war guard duty on Koje 
Island. 

Among his survivors are 
his wife, Mrs. Jerrie Somer- 
ville of The Plains, Va., 
an infant daughter born 
last September, his parents, 
the Rev. and Mrs. Walter G. 
Somerville of Barnardsville, 
N. C., and three brothers 
who also attended Presby- 
terian College. 

Severn was a_ student 
leader while at PC. He 
served as president of Blue 
Key leadership fraternity 
and graduated Summa Cum 
Laude. A warm-hearted, 
outgoing person, he will be 
greatly missed by his 
friends and associates. 


told me he got a short letter 
from Al Watson ‘51 saying he’d 
signed a waiver on his stomach 
ulcers and had gone to the 
front.” 


Lt. David Neville (Co. L, 279 
Inf. Regt., APO 86, San Francis- 
co), another member of the Class 
of °51, had this to say about the 
middle of December: 


“A list came down from Eighth 
Army about Nov. 1 with names 
of officers without combat ex- 
perience who were assigned to 
units in South Korea. After being 
assigned to the 45th Division, I 
joined the 279th Regiment in re- 
serve at Inje about 20 miles 
north of the 38th parallel. This 
gave me a chance to get my feet 
on the ground after riding a 
swivel chair for so long. We mov- 
ed up on the line Nov. 25 and 
are about 10 miles from the sea 
on the Eastern front and about 
35 miles north of the 38th. Our 
company has the slight distinc- 
tion of being further north than 
any other UN troops in Korea. . 
The situation in general has been 
fairly quiet and this could be 
termed a guard action more than 
anything else. The terrain is very 
steep, and we are located on top 
of a high ridge with a river be- 
tween us and the North Koreans. 


“Dave Maxwell ‘51 writes from 
the 3rd Division that things are 
fine with him—he is now in a 
heavy weapons company with a 
good assignment. He also sees 
Marshall Lanter ‘51 and David 


Moorefield ‘48 from time to time. —

all right, but I haven’t heard 
from him in a long time.”

JoJo Weingartner’s father 
wrote from Decatur, Ga., on Feb. 
11 to spike reports circulating 
about his son: 

“I have been advised there is

- . I would like to advise that 
we hear from my son almost 
every week. He is the liaison of- 
ficer for the 7th Division and is 
stationed at Chorwon. According 
to his letters, he is getting along 
fine and expects to return to this 
country in April or May of this 
year ...I also have heard from 
Lt. Albert Watson ’51. He is 
stationed on Koge Island and is 
with a military police unit.”

Kirven Makes Grid Little All-America; 
Nye Is Named to All-State Cage Team

Presbyterian basketeers, play- 
ing with a freshman-dominated 
lineup and only one letterman, 
fell below the .500 mark during 
the 1952-53 campaign just ended. 

Blue Stocking fans, however, 
found solace in the satisfaction 
of seeing Capt. Paul Nye of 
Akron, Ind., the lone letterman, 
make the All-South Carolina 
team. 

The Hosemen hung up their 
eage uniforms with a _ record 
of 11 victories and 15 defeats, in- 
cluding Little Four tournament 
play. In this past-season meet, 
which Presbyterian had won the 
past two seasons, the team batt- 
led its way to the finals again 
with a final-second, one-point 
triumph over Erskine (88-87) but 
lost out in the championship 
round to Wofford (106-82). 
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Nye and Freshman Forward 
Dave Thompson of Frankfort, 
Ind., were named to the tourna- 
ment all-star team. 

These two players shone as the 
bright spots throughout the year. 
As indicated by his all-state 
selection, Nye turned in a super- 
lative brand of play at forward. 
He served consistently as the 
team sparkplug and floor leader, 
and dumped in a total of 474 
points for an 18-2 per-game 
average. 

Thompson was generally re- 
cognized as the state’s top fresh- 
man performer. Playing on the 
varsity, he cracked the basket 
for an impressive 518 points to 
average 21.7 each game and 
emerge fourth among state scor- 
ers. Thompson was named to the 
third team all-state. 

Two other freshmen—Guard 
Bill Toole of Indianapolis, Ind., 
and Center Arnold Stone of Max- 
ton, N. C.—showed considerable 
promise in their first year of 
college ball. And juniors Clyde 
Beaumont of Charlotte and J. T. 
McQueen of Mullins, S. C., also 
played key roles—Beaumont as 
a starting guard and McQueen 
as the number one forward re- 
placement. 

After last year’s highly suc- 
cessful season, Coach Norman L. 
Sloan faced this season with a 
team composed mostly of young, 
inexperienced players. Injuries 
and weak reserves also cut down 
on the effectiveness. The overall 
result, however, gives him rea- 
son to hope for better things next 
year. 

Here’s the Blue Stocking record 
for the 1952-53 basketball season:

Presbyterian gridmen failed to 
make history with their record 
of three wins and six losses dur- 
ing the 1952 football season, but 
End Joe Kirven of Sumter grab- 
bed his share of the national 
spotlight by making Little All- 
America. 

Kirven was named to the first 
string of the mythical dream 
team by virtue of his all-round 
outstanding play throughout the 
season. Rated by Coach Lonnie 
S. McMillian as the greatest end 
he had ever coached, the Sumter 
flankman averaged playing 56 
minutes per game and caught 28 
passes carrying for 400 yards and 
six touchdowns. 

Altogether during his three- 
year career, Kirven shagged 75 
passes for 988 yards and 11 
touchdowns. Most of them came 
from Quarterback Jack (Lefty) 
Harper of Washington, Ga., who 
received honorable mention for 
Little All-America. In winding 
up his career, Harper left behind 
a record of 190 completions in 416 
attempts for a grand total of 
2,585 yards and 18 touchdowns 
over the three-season span. 

Passing, mostly by Harper and 
Sophomore Quarterback Harry 
Hamilton of Seneca, was Presby- 
terian’s main attack weapon dur-

And he teams with Morris 
to form the Number One doubles 
combination, with .a ranking of 
12th on the Southern tennis 
scene.

Charlotte as capable _ replace- 
ments. 

The infield outlook runs to ex- 
tremes. Both corners are well 
manned, but the middle poses a 
question mark. At first base for 
Presbyterian will be Don Hatta- 
way of Brunswick, Ga., the 
team’s most outstanding perfor- 
mer and generally rated the top 
first-sacker in the state, both 
afield and at bat. And across the 
way at third will sit George Blue 
of Union who turned in a capa- 
ble job as a freshman last year. 
Second base and shortstop, how- 
ever, are wide open at this pre- 
season point. 

Outfield possibilities appear 
better-than-average, with three 
sophomores looming as the most 
likely candidates to fill the gar- 
den. These are Joe Counts of 
Brunswick, Ga., Luther Shealy 
of Pacolet and Luther Welch of 
Bishopville. 


Track 


Presbyteran College trots onto 
the track as defending South 
Carolina champion this year, and 
Blue Stocking fans would like 
nothing better than to make it 
two in a row when PC entertains 
the 26th annual state meet on 
May 8-9. 

Most members of the squad, 
which ran away with the title 
in the state meet last May, are 
back—plus some likely looking 
freshmen who will participate 
on the varsity. Question in point 
is how much improved is the op- 
position. 

The Hosemen will get a chance 
to answer this query before the 
crucial state-wide running. They 
take on practically all of the 
South Carolina squads in dual 
engagements as part of the most 
complete PC track schedule in 
years. 

The two key cindermen again 
this season will be E. M. Watt 
of Sumter, high-point man in 
last season’s championship bid, 
and Tommy Jordan of Bishop- 
ville. Watt won both hurdle 
events and the broad jump in 
the state meet, and also throws 
the javelin and vaults. Jordan 
has dominated the dashes the 
past two years, with victories at 
the 100 and 220-yard distances 
and as relay anchor man. 

Another champion returned is 
Charles Smith of Mullins who 
has taken top high jump honors 
two seasons in a row.

ing the 1952 campaign. Blue 
Stocking aerialists averaged 144 
yards-per-game, a _ high-ranking 
figure nationally, in completing 
83 passes in 201 attempts for 
1,297 yards and 15 touchdowns. 

One-point losses to two op- 
ponents made the PC record read 
worse than the brand of football 
played. The Blue Stockings de-

The board, largest agency of 
the Southern Presbyterian 
Church’s General Assembly, pre- 
pares curriculum materials hav- 
ing a total annual circulation of 
more than 18 million copies. 
More than 135 educators, writers, 
technicians and field workers 
are employed by the board. It 
has headquarters and a book 
store in Richmond and a South- 
western branch in Dallas. 


Dr. Dendy has served as chair- 
man of his church’s Field Coun- 
cil of Religious Education and 
was a member of its Board of 
Women’s Work. He also was a 
member of the General Assem- 
bly’s Council on Evangelism and 
for six years was chairman of 
the Committee on Religious Edu- 
cation in the Synod of Florida. 
He recently served as Modera- 
tor of that Synod. 


Dendy 


After finishing Presbyterian 
College in 1923, Dendy received 
his BD from Columbia Theologi- 
cal Seminary and later received 
an MA from the University of 
Tennessee and did further gra- 
duate work at the University of 
Edinburgh, Scotland. He holds an 
honorary Doctor of Divinity de- 
gree from King College. 


Dr. Dendy held pastorates in 
Newberry, S. C., Gainesville, Ga., 
and Knoxville before going to 
Orlando in 1942. 


PC Enrollment 
Stays Near Peak 


Presbyterian College moved 
into the second semester of the 
1952-53 school session with a 
total of 462 students enrolled, the 
registrar’s office reported. 

Of this number, 32 are new 
students who registered for the 
first time this semester. Seven 
seniors did not return, having 
completed requirements for their 
degree. 

A student body of 462 at this 
time represents a slight decline 
from the year’s peak of 481 who 
registered at the opening of the 
session last fall. Such a decline, 
however, is normal, and the new 
total actually is larger than was 
expected. 

Altogether 16 states and one 
foreign country are now repre- 
sented on the Presbyterian 
campus. 


Somerville To Serve 


As Foreign Missionary 


John N. Somerville ’49 of Bar- 
nardsville, N. C., is a newly ap- 
pointed missionary to Korea. 

The Presbyterian College alum- 
nus plans to enter into evange- 
listic service in that war-torn 
country after graduating from 
Columbia Theological Seminary 
this spring. 

Somerville was among those 
appointed for work in Korea, 
Japan and Africa by the Board 
of World Missions of the Pres- 
byterian Church US during its 
February meeting.
